dustrial Knowledge. 


The department ol commerce and la- 


bor I* Issuing a series of very interest- 
ing reports oa Industrial education in 
Germany. The latest one is from Dep- 
uty Consul Meyer, at Chemnitz, and 
deals with primary Industrial contin- 
uation schools. These schools are scat- 
tered far acd wide, and Mr. Meyer fur- 
nlihes statistic* to show that bis branch 
of education has been quite fully devel- 
oped In Germany. 


The Industrial continuation schools 


*re the lowest of the Industrial schools. 
and "cap the common school education 
by giving the young men and women. 
who must at once embark upon the task 
of earnicg a living, the rudiments of a 
practical education." • Attendance In 
most cases [j compulsory. They teach 
co particular traae. but maintain dis- 
tinctly general curriculum*, and are val- 
uable to those who have not the where- 
withal to obtain a higher industrial ed- 
cration. In describing the schools, Mr. 
Meyer sari: 


"In order to offer the most convenient 


time for Instruction, these schools are 
held lirgely In the evenings and on San- 
days. Su;h hours are extremely unfor- 
tunate, but apparently unavoidable. The 
Etudect cornea to his work tired from 
tie day's labor and In a sttte of physical 
and mental lethargy. A increment hai 
been en foot for fone time to transfer 
the periods of Instruction, so far as pos- 
sible, to the daytime, but his net only 
partial success. 


"In almost all cf the Industrial con- 


tinuation schools the three great sub- 
ject* of Instruction are German, arith- 
metic and drawing. There are woven In 
with these fundamental branches sub- 
jects that possess vslnetoloealladustry.

b« eipected to accccplljh any reason- 
able amount ct work aikcd of it with- 
out Injury.' I often think we are In- 
clined to ask too much of your yours 
horses; we work them tooiard with the 
tame effect that working children too 
hard las: It stunts tteir growth and 
preTents them from accoeplistingwhat 
they should irten they reach maturity. 
Feedlnp young hortes is_one of the M- 
rioua problems of farm wcrk'and one 
which each horre owner "must. largely. 
work cut for tlmself.' 
\ 


.We hare found It net only economical 


but good policy to fed the young horse 
a moderate quantity of corn, about cne- 
fifta cf the ration, but we always feed 
cracked corn asd thus aTold any serious 
bowel troubles. However, we learned 
after some years cf eiperlmeatlng that 
to get the best results from feeding a 
ration in -which cracked corn was csed 
•we must feed more o'r less tuccnltnt 
food. For this purpose we have cied 
root crops, a moderate amount of slljge 
or itemed clorer hay; and had the ten 
resulli from the root crops. During the 
summer we,always permit the young 
hortes to get enough grass to icpply the 
green food needed to Veep them in good 
condition.—American Tribute.
